C'cutanri, most likely live times: so lliat, 
we lie probably not far from the truth : 
if wo set the ilistauee of Sirius at about 
100,000,1100,000,1)00 miles! What a vast 
distance is this which separates us from 
that bright star: words and Inures of 
themselves fail to convey lo our minds 
any adequate idea of its true cbiiriiclor.

trating such enormous distances: It is 
calculated that the bull from an Atm- 
stron;,' 100-iioundcr ([Hits llic s;iui with 
a speed nf about -100 yards pur second. 
Now if this velocity could be kept up 
it would require mi fewer than 100/JOO,- 
000 years before the ball could reach 
Sir!us.—[Chambers' Journal.
